Creek Canyon about 30 miles 
southwest of Richfield. The area 
covered parts of both Sevier and 
Piute counties and was the 
source of a rich supply of gold 
mining for many years. 


Many persons continue to roam 
the area, looking for remnants of 
the community, its gold riches 
and other artifacts of a long-lost 
legend. 








Tokens are where you find 
them. If you find that state- 
ment hard to believe, just ask 
10 experienced token “hunt- 
ers” where they located some 
of their favorite tokens, and be 
prepared to hear some very in- 
teresting stories. 

Unlike the collector of Unit- 
ed States coinage, who in most 
instances must rely on dealers 
or other collectors to provide 
him with material, the token 
collector has many paths to 
follow. 

Antique dealers occasionally 
have tokens, usually obtained 
in the purchase of estates. Af- 
ter making the rounds of your 
local antique shops a few 
times you'll know which ones 
are worthy of continued visits. 
Antique shows and flea mar- 
kets are likely places to find 
tokens, and they give the col- 
lector an opportunity to see a 
large number of dealers in a 
short period of time. My ad- 
vice, if you visit these shows, is 
to be there when they open.

in the back section of his 
store’s cash register). 

“But that was nearly 20 
years ago,” you might say. 
“What chance do I have of still 
finding tokens that way?” The 
answer, of course, is less and 
less as time goes by. As stores 
change ownership or go out of 
business, tokens (which are 
considered worthless to many 
people) are frequently thrown 
away or destroyed. However, 
it is not too late to give it a try. 

Although I no longer have 
time to spend searching for to- 
kens, I recently had occasion 
to travel through a rural area 
of Virginia. Passing an old 
country store, I noticed the 
owner’s name over the door. It 
rang a bell, so I pulled over 


and dug out a copy of Virginia . 


Tokens, a book I wrote in 1980. 
Turning to the listing of tokens 
from that town, I found a de- 
scription for one denomination 
of token with the same last 
name (but different initials) as 
that of the store I had just 
passed. I backed up, went in 
the store, and showed the 
owner the illustration of the to- 
ken listed in my book. His eyes 


lit up and he told me that the . 
- tokens had been used in the 


early 1900s by his father. We 
talked, I drank a soda, and 
eventually he went in the back 
room of the store, rummaged 
around for a few minutes, and 
came back with a five-piece 
set of tokens, 5 cents through 
$1, which he presented to me. 
Interestingly enough, the token 
listed in my book was a l-cent 
piece, the only denomination 
that my new friend didn’t have 
(he didn’t recall ever having 
seen one, but as he pointed 
out, the tokens were used be- 
fore his time). 

Luck plays its role in locat- 
ing tokens in the ways I have 
described above, and some of 
us are certainly luckier than 
others. Bad luck is usually 
offset by perseverence, so 
keep at it; that rare token 
might just be waiting at your 
next stop.
